ANNOUNCEMENT REGARDING THE 
MACEDONIAN PROTESTS AND THE 
DUTCH FARMER PROTESTS 


REGARDING THE MACEDONIAN PROTESTS: 


Considering the anti-imperialist struggle first and 
foremost, and the fact that EU-NATO present the 
imperialist axis of this world, we announce the following 
regarding the recent protests in Macedonia: 


1) We completely support the anti-eu and anti-nato 
protests in the country, in line with the will of the 
Macedonian masses to remain independent from these 
imperialist organizations which would further subjugate 
their already subjugated self’s to the imperialists. In 
general, we support any anti-EU and anti-NATO 
sentiment that may appear in Macedonia or in the 
balkans in general, from both the ‘left’ and the ‘right. 


2) We noticed that some elements in the protests started 
clashing with the Albanians, and vice versa. Chauvinist 
slogans were also heard. Consistent with our inter- 
nationalist line, we oppose any chauvinism from all sides, 
even if said chauvinism comes from anti-imperialist 
elements. 


REGARDING THE DUTCH FARMER PROTESTS: 


Considering that the biggest contradiction in this world is 
imperialism, and that currently, the farmers protesting in 
Netherlands, Germany, Italy etc., are a threat to it, we 
have the following to say: 


1) We support the farmers against the financial 
imperialist bourgeoisie ruling these nations where the 
protests are happening. We also don’t buy into the 
bourgeoisie excuses about supposedly ‘combating’ 
climate change through their policies. We are sure, and 
history has showed in fact, that every time the 
bourgeoisie offers a new policy to ‘combat climate 
change’, they either ship their emissions to imperialized 
nations through outsourcing (which is the essence of 
imperialism, and the chain which keeps both imperialist 
and imperialized nations away from revolution), or they 
create more emissions — or keep it the same — in their try 
to create the ‘alternative resources’ they are boasting 
about. We understand that the bourgeoisie cannot help 
the environment in any long-term way, and to accept 
their arguments against the farmers, is to accept the lies 
of the bourgeoisie. 


2) We also support the enlargement of the first sector in 
the imperialist nations. In essence, imperialism, kills the 
revolutionary capabilities of both ends of the scale, 
imperialist because it turns its population to a bunch of 


labour aristocratic parasites who have no interest in 
revolution, and who also own almost no real means of 
production capable to create a better life in socialism 
without relying on imports. In imperialized nations, it 
places it in the global division of labour on extreme ways, 
thus also making it incapable of independent life without 
relying to exports. It essentially makes imperialized 
nations ‘shops’ for a few commodities, and it does not 
develop their productive forces in an all-around way. We 
thus support any enlargement of the productive forces of 
the first and second sector which would turn either side 
more economically independent. A more economically 
independent Netherlands means a Netherlands more 
likely to successfully build socialism once the imperialist 
super-profits the Dutch masses consume runs out. It 
also means that this will have an effect on the 
imperialized nations. Less need for products by 
Netherlands from imperialized nations, more likely for the 
imperialized nations to build more on their productive 
forces in an all-around way. 


3) As we said in previous announcements and works, 
‘fascism’ is the various forms the superstructure of 
imperialism takes. In this sense, for the ‘leftists’ who call 
the farmers ‘fascist’, the farmers aren’t more fascists than 
the government they are combating. In fact, through their 
actions, they are anti-fascists, purely due to them 
shaking the foundations of actual fascism in northern 
Europe. In this sense, MAC supports some aspects of the 
farmers protests, mostly on tactical grounds. We do not 
identify with the ideology of the leading organizations of 


the protests, and as we explained above, we have specific 
reasons for supporting them. If Communists want to do 
an actual job, they should go in the protests and try to 
educate the farmers on the actual reasons of why the 
bourgeoisie act the way they do, and why this is 
happening to them right now.
